A big timber deal is in prospect which 
will probably uteau the establishment of 
still another saw mill for the west coast 
of Vancouver island— at Sooke. Seattle 
capitalists are seeking to purchase from 
the C. P. H., eleven miles of timber lim- 
its on the Sooke river. Timber cruisers 
were recently sent to this district at the 
instance of the Seattle men mid they 
found the area to contain a rery Profit- 
able amount of marketable timber. Nego- 
tiations were commenced immediately for 
the purchase uf the limits. 

The deal would have been completed 
some time ago but for a disagreement 
with regard to the purchasers' rights on 
the Sooke river where it runs through 
the property. The capitalists, if the ne- 
gotiations are successfully concluded', 
will run their logs On the Sooke river 
and ii is stated their intention is to 
erect a sawmill at the village of Sooke 
or thereabouts. 

The industries of Vancouver Island are 
growing apace. On Sunday die an- 
nouncement was niiule in these columns 
that anew sawmill is to be established 
without delay at Port Renfrew. It was 
learned yesterday that orders had been 
given to rush the machinery for this 
plant and it is expected that the mill 
will be ready and furnished ready for 
cutting timber this spring. The ma- 



chinery will likely bo in place before the 
end of March. 

At Clayoquot the big mill of tho Sut- 
ton Trading & Lumber company has 
commenced cutting, and the logging 
crews who have been busy for months 
have a number of large booms on hand. 
It is expected this mill will commence 
shipping both lumber and shingles be- 
fore spriug. Arrangements hi-ve been 
made for direct shipment from the mill 
to New York by water. 

From Alert Bay too, comes news of 
the establishment of a logging plnnt on 
Karmutsen lake, at the head of Nimp- 
kisb river, in the centre of the north- 
ern part of the island. Loggers have 
worked a donkey engine and plant along 
the heavily-timbered banks of the N'imp- 
kish — which has seven rapids — and have 
lined a small steamer up the river for 
towing booms on Kanmutseu lake. At 
Quatslno, too, there is renewed industry 
in the timber business. On the steamer 
Camosun which left last night was J. A. 
Coates, a well known local timber 
cruiser, and two men. who have been 
sent north to cruise limits near Quat- 
sino. Arrangements have already been 
made for the establishment of a pulp 
mill at Quatsino and representatives of 
the company are now on tho ground. 
There is a good supply of the necessary 
timber for the manufacture of pulp and 
no scarcity of water power.

Twenty Million People in Six 
Provinces of Russia Face 
Starvation

branch of the Anti-Tuberculosis society 
held yesterday afternoon, important ac- 
tion was taken in respect to furthering 
the project which now seems Within 
measurable distance of success—' the es- 
tablishment of a provincial sanitarium 
for the treatment t>f consumptive pa- 
tients. 

A committee was named whose only 
object it will lie to seel; out local cases 
of consumption, with the object of ob- 
taining a record of all such sufferers, 
their whereabouts and their situation jn 
life. The committee consists of Mrs. 
(Col.) II all, Mr.s. Rocke Robertson, 
Mrs. Simon Leiser, Mrs. Poote ami 
Mis. (Dr.! Eugaii; and the members 
would be triad to be aided by anybody 
who can help In giving them the infor- 
mation they seek'.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 3. — Princes Lvuff 
and Orbelini, the representatives of tint 
Moscow Zeurstvo Famine Relief organi- 
sation, who have just returned from th« 
stricken districts, have furnished the As- 
sociated Press with information showing 
that the crops in seven provinces, Sa- 
mara, Saratov, Bembirsk, M.a/.an, Vcn/,, 
Tambov and Ufa, wore practically totui 
failures. In twenty other provinces thu 
harvests were very poor. About 20,- 
000,000 people will need assistance for 
from four to ten months to stave off 
starvation until the. new crops are avail- 
able. In some regions the inhabitants 
luivo been suffering from .starvation foi 
ten years. 

Prince Lvoff believes the government 
estimate of $.,o,ooo,oo0 i.s inadequate: 
The Moscow Zemstvo relief organiza- 
tion calculates that $75,000,000 and pos- 
sibly more will be necessary. 

Although the condition in the famine 
regions is now most distressing, the renl 
horrors will begin in January. Tim 
Zemstvo organization funds will then 
be exhausted nnd the relief committees 
will be compelled to cease their efforts 
to save the lives of the starving pens- 
ants. Al the Keadquarterg of the Free 
Economical society, which is uiso eon- 
ducting famine relief, the Associated 
Press was furnished with similar figures;

WHITE NEN Ai HINDUS 
ENGAGE IN TUG-OF-WAR 



Referee Decides Against People 
of Vishnu and Free Fight 
Follows 



New Westminster, B. C, "Dee. 3.— A 
tug-of-war between tlio Hindus and 
white men employed at the Frtiser river 
mills, on Saturday a'ftcrnoou, culiuitl- 
aled in a free-for-all fight, in which the 
employees were more or loss severely 
injured. The trouble arose over the (in- 
cision of tlie referee, the Hindus claim- 
ing the vietorv In spite of the fact thai 
it had been awarded to their pale co- 
workers at the bitf lumber factory. It 
took u grout deal of persuasion and a 
remarkable display of brute strength be- 
fore they were finally convinced that 
thev were beaten, but after a short, 
sharp and devisive struggle they deeided 
to cry units, and retired to their quar- 
ters to figure up how long it would lake 
them to save up the $40 they had lost 
over the trial of strength. 

The tug-of-war commenced at twenty 
minutes after noon, and lasted for half 
an hour, when the victory was awarded 
to ihe while men. Before the tllg-of- 
war commenced, the Hindu high priest 
knelt in the centre of a devotional group 
of aspiring athletes and invoked the help 
of Vishnu iu the forthcoming struggle 
against the infidels. During the time the 
men were tugging away at the rope, the 
high priest walked up and down the lino 
of straining, perspiring men, exhorting 
,-nch and every one of Ihem to pull hard 
or. because $-10 was at stake. He was 
followed in his peregrinations by a mini 
her of interiMted parties, whose modest 
savings had helped to back the muscle? 
of the team of eleven, and these men 
took advantage of every opportunity !;■ 
help their straining brethren, Hut nil 
to no avail. The white men won.

LETHBRIDGE MINERS 
DECLARE STRIKE OFF 



Are Granted an Increase of Pay 
But Lose Several Other 
Points 



I,otlibridgo, Dec. 3.— The long stand- 
ing coal strike is over, the operators and 
employees having come to terms Satur- 
day night. Tin' large number of men 
will return lo work immediately. 

The following is the basis of settle- 
ment: There will be no check off Uor 
discrimination between union and non- 
union men employed, bin a substantial 
increase in wages has been granted. Ar- 
bitration is also provided for in advance 
of further disputes. 

Needless to say the news has caused 
(.-rent rejoicings and was "hailed with de- 
light throughout the entire western eouu- 
trv. 

Tin' strike, which has been settled, 
dates from last March, when it was 
called by Mr. (Sherman, the local presi- 
dent of tlie United .Mine Workers of 
America, consequent upon the coal com- 
pany refusing to concede certain terms 
which included such increase iu wages 
as would make a minimum diurnal rate 
of $;i an eight hour day. and the recog- 
nition of the union, together with the 
adoption of the check systeiri whereby 
the company -would collect the union's 
dues from the inenis wages and hand 
them over to the union. 

L*pOtl the company declining to grant 
these demands the union workmen struck 
and the mine has since been partially 
operntcd by non-union men. 

Tlie negotiations, the successful out- 
come of which relieved the coal situa- 
tion which threatened to darken Hie -win- 
ter months, were inaugurated by Mr. 
Mackenzie King, deputy minister of lab- 
or at Ottawa, who came west about a 
month ago. Tho local malinger of the 
mine, P. ('. Naismith, as representing 
the company, and Mr. Sherman and Mr. 
Sharp, Iowa, ami members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, had a couple 
of conferences and a certain bnsis of 
agreement was arrived at. The com- 
pany agreed to make mi increase ill 
wages, which will amount lo about 10 
per cent. They, refused to recognize 
the union to the extent of making the 
mine a closed mine, but said they would 
ibe willing lo meet the officers of the 
union to discuss questions in which 
members employed in the mine were in- 
terested. Tlie eight hour day was not 
agreed to. This was not regarded as im- 
portant, because it was understood -.hat 
local legislature would pass the forth- 
coming session an act limiting the hours 
of employment in coal mines to eight 
hours a day.'

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RAIL TO THE MAINLAND. 

It is 'with very great regret Hint wo 
find the Times unwilling to assist in the 
advoency of immediate stops towards 
bringiiiK lAbout construction of all rail 
connection between Vancouver Island 
and tlic Matin land, but on the contrary 
is malting a determined effort to check 
any effort Hint may lie put forward in 
thai direction. Our contemporary lolls 
us thill il is noi sure that even if one 
railway company were asking an all-rail 
lino al a Vancouver Islam] seaport, the 
mat lor would ho of sufficient importance 
to compel i ho 'Dominion government to 
ltnkp it up. It thinks wo do not know 
'enough of the Canadian Pncilie'fl plans, 
and thai the Canadian Northern and tho 
(Jriinil Trunk Pacific havo too much in 
hand I" give Vancouver Island any 
consideration. If these aro our con- 
temporary's views, it is right perhaps 
. not in indulge in "frnming fancy pic 
turps drawn almost wholly from tlio im- 
agination," 'but may wo venture to nsl; 
it not to throw cold water upon the ef- 
forts id' those who believe that some- 
thing can ho done without waiting for 
the action of the railway companies'.' 
Our disappointment is grenter than we 
can express. The Colonist docs not 
deny that in its anticipations of the fu- 
ture of Vancouver Island it has drawn 
pictures from its imagination. This may 
be a very repnesonsible thing to do. Wo 
cannot all he always so very wise as to 
keep imagination in check. But we com- 
mend our severely practical contempor- 
ary to tho utterances of a gentleman, 
for whose views and for whoso treat- 
ment of public questions it probably has 
a degree of respect, which the Colonist 
has no right to look for from it. AVc 
refer to Si i i- Wilfrid Laurier, and the 
observations made by that gentleman, 
which wo would like the Times to read, 
will ho found in one of his speeches on 
tho National Transcontinental Railway 
Hill. On that occasion. Sit- Wilfrid gave 
full rein to his imagination. In fact he 
put that measure through Parliament 
by tho sheer force of his imagination. 
Mr. Blair opposed him with hard facts, 
or what he claimed were facts: Mr. l.Ior- 
den and his colleagues in Opposition op- 
posed him with strenuous criticism. Hut 
tho Liberal loader scarcely deigned to 
consider anything except the picture, 
which his imagination had called u';> of 
a now railway extending from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific broadening Canada and 
furnishing a new outlet for the products 
oi Central Canada. The people followed 
Parliament ll was useless for the Con- 
servative? speakers and press to discuss 
the hard and prosaic facts of the case. 
Sir Wilfrid's picture had fired I he imag- 
ination of the country, ami tho result 
was soon in the last general election. 
Thai remarkable Liberal victory was not 
nu endorsement of the scheme for [he 
construction of this railway in its de- 
tails. Little cared the people for de- 
tails. I hoy saw only the picture which 
•the Premier of Canada hold up to their 
gaze, and they voted for that. Or will 
our contemporary care to go back n lit- 
tle further? 1 iocs il recall how the Lib- 
erals refused In give rein io their imag- 
ination when the policy of constructing 
the Canadian Pacific Itailway was pro- 
posed? Sir John Maedonnld had a

draw pictures as striking as ihc best 
thai Sir Wilfrid Laurier has ever given 
to tho people of Canada. His picture of 
a United Canada, and later hi.s pictures 
of a Canada prosperous under a National 
[Policy caughl the public fancy, and I lie 
result, was that ho consigned the Liberals 
to tho cold shades of opposition for 
eighteen years. Or will it buck fur- 
ther still? Will it pick up the reports 
of the speeches of those masters of elo- 
quence, who led the provinces into Con- 
federation. Lot il read the words of 
(Howe, Brown, Tilley, .Mitchell — we men- 
tion only Liberals, and tell us what il 
thinks of ihe manner in which they 
drew fancy pictures from ihcir imagina- 
tion. Let us assure the Times Hint the 
most tremendous force in public life is 
"fancy pictures drawn mostly from the 
imagination" and ive ask it once more lii 
allow its own fancy a little play ami de- 
vote some of its energy to bringing abom 
Ihe important enterprise whirl, we all 
have so much al heart. 

We repeat that our disappointment is 
keen. In an effort is made to Interest 
Moslem public men in this great work, 
if Ihe matter ever comes up in Parlia- 
ment, there is danger that the Times 
will he quoted as evidence that among 
•one section of the people of Victoria 
then; is an opinion to (lie effect that agi- 
tation for an nil-rail lino between the 
Island aud the Mainland is premature. 
This will be unfortunate. It is difficult 
to interest the Kasl. in our affairs, when 
wo aro unanimous; it will tic very much 
more so when we are divided. The ex- 
traordinary thing about file mailer is 
that Ihe Times has chosen to set. itself 
up against the Transportation Commis- 
sion, the Board of Trade, Hie City 
Council and nil the prominent business 
men in Victoria, who have been invited 
to speak upon the question, What is 
the explanation of the extraordinary 
state of things? An effort is likely to 
bo made to induce the proprietor of tho 
Times, the. Hon. William Temploiunn, 
representative of Victoria in the House 
of Commons, to iutcretit himself In urg- 



ing this undertaking upon the consider- 
ation of his colleagues in the govern- 
ment, .and to' get Messrs. Smith and 
Sloan, representatives of the other 
Island constituencies, to bring the mat- 
ter up in the House. Does the Times 
propose to prevent this as far as its in- 
fluence extends? 

"We must possess . oursclTcs in pn- 
tience" says the Times, Hid the people 
of Victoria possess themselves in pa- 
tience when they saw a prospect of se- 
en ring a seat in the cabinet for the Hon. 
Mr. Teinpleninn? Not so. They took 
every opportunity, in season and out of 
season, to urge it upon the attention of 
the Prime Minister. Did the people of 
Victoria possess themselves in patience 
until the Canadian Pacific got ready to 
build a tourist hotel? By no means. 
They kept agitating until they succeeded, 
although at the onlset they were told 
flatly that the company would do noth- 
ing of the kind. Hut in this matter We 
are told that "we must await tlte devel- 
opment of the Island, the development of 
Oriental trade, the evolution of ship- 
building on the 'Pacific to the piiint it 
has already reached on the Atlantic, the 
development of railway competition." 
When those things havo happened, 
which may be in a half century or so, 
anil after Irade lias become set in cer- 
tain channels, and great cities on the 
Mainland have risen to control the polit- 
ical situation, then and not till then will 
the Times consent to assist in agitating 
for rail connection with the Mainland. 
We shall have to endeavor to get along 
without its co-operation. May wo ven- 
ture to hope that wo will not be handi- 
capped by its opposition?

We are told that "the people by cast- 
ing out the McBride government would 
improve the chances of bettor terms al 
Ottawa." So the cloven foot is seen at 
lust. When the people are next lip- 
pealed to in a general election they are 
to bo told that there will be no better 
terms as long as there is a Conserva- 
tive government in power in this prov- 
ince. This is a pretty stale of things. 
The right of the province to exceptional 
treatment has been admitted by the Do- 
minion government, but we are told that 
this treatment will not be extended to 
British Columbia as long as Sir. Mc- 
Bride is in power. 

In all the h.'ntory of Canadian polities 
there has been nothing so brazen as this. 
We did not suppose that any supporter 
of the Liberal party could be so utterly 
lost to every sense of political sagacity, 
not to put the mutter upon any higher 
plane, as to commit his party to a dec- 
laration of that kind. This is the pol- 
icy of the bludgeon. The people of 
British Columbia are told that they 
must dismiss a government to which 
they have given their confidence before 
the government at Ottawa will consider 
the claims to which it is admitted they 
arc entitled. 

Well, the gauntlet has been thrown 
down. The people of British Columbia j 
will not be slow in taking it up. Wo I 
know where we stand now. There are 
thousands of people in this province win 
will resent this attitude taken by the 
newspaper which speaks for tho only 
member of the Dominion government 
from this province. There nre hundreds 
f Liberals, who will refuse with indig- 
nation lo hove their party led through 
the mire of such base politics as this. 
The issue is not of Mr. Mcltride's mak- 
ing. He was opposed before he wont lo 
Ottawa anil Ihe people were told by tho 
Liberal press Unit he would fail in his 
mission. Ho was assailed on his return 
in unmeasured terms. The case of the 
province was antagonized by the Liberal 
papers in the province. When Mr. 
McBride said That lie did not wisli the 
issue lo be miide political, ho was told 
thai it would bo. When tin- Colonisi 
said that Mr. Maedonnld, Leader .if ihe 
Opposition, had expressed regret Unit the 
ipiestiou was being made a party one, 
the Vancouver World gave the state- 
ment a Hill denial. All these things 
were leading up lo the statement of the 
Times, which we accept as final and as 
representative of the attitude of the Hon. 
Mr. Templemuii and the Ottawa govern- 
ment on ihe question of belter terms, 
namely, thai before they are grunted the 
iMeBrido government must first bo "cast 
out." It is the most amazing proposi- 
tion ever made lo a free community; 
but il has boon made, and upon ihis 
issue i ho people of British Columbia 
will soon, wo hope, bo given an oppor- 
tunity to speak. 



have a difficult duty to perform. They 
have to satisfy a community that de- 
mands much and objects very strenuous- 
ly to taxation. In this respect Victoria 
is not greatly different from other 
places, but us the community is not 
large, the difficulties to be dealt with 
are more irksome than in places ' of 
greater magnitude. 

The special matter to which we direct 
attention this morning is the undoubted 
fact that the city is on the eve of a 
period of great progress. This will 
necessitate a large outlay in municipal 
Improvement, it will also greatly in- 
crease the amount of taxable property, 
and thus add to the civic revenue. Hith- 
erto u great deal of Victoria realty has 
been in the market at less than its as- 
sessed value. This will no louger be 
the case. In a few years the assessment 
value will doubtless be increased. In 
the meantime there will be a great deal 
of work to be done. Additional sewer- 
age will have lo be provided: the water 
system must receive attention; there 
will be new streets and sidewalks to be 
provided. In short, in every line of 
municipal work we may expect a much 
busier time than we have ever had in 
tho history of the city. Under the cir- 
cumstances, there ought to be greater 
interest than ever in tho municipal af- 
fairs. 

We suggest the desirability of holding 
ward meetings some time 
of the municipal elections, at which civic 
questions can be discussed, and steps 
can be taken in Ihe direction of bringing 
out the best available candidates. Many 
a iiinii might be willing to give his at- 
tention to the affairs of the city, if be 
renlly thought his neighbors expected it 
of him, but he is not willing to offer 
himself ns a candidate aud go to the 
trouble of making a canvass of his 
ward. It is all very well to say that be 
ought not to think this beneath him; but 
that is not the point. He may hold no 
such view, but he may think that if 
his neighbors really wished him lo en- 
gage in municipal affairs they would 
make the fact known, and if lie is will- 
ing to give his time to tho work after 
election, they ought to be willing to save 
him all unnecessary trouble in connec- 
tion with the election.

Tlie question seems to be up again lu 
Liberal circles in Ontario »■} to what is to 
be done about the leadership of the party 
in tlui Legislature. A report that lion. C 
\V. Ross will shortly be appointed to the 
Dominion Senate, loads one paper to specu- 
late 11s to what Is lo bo done about -Mr.

CHINA AND THE OPIUM TRADE. 

In the Chinese edict against opium the 
calm philosophic altitude of the Orient 
may lie contrasted with the earnest deter- 
mination of 1 in- West. The Chinese gov- 
ernment hiH not attacked the evil with a 
determination to kill It at once, but has 
adopted a gradual and progressive elimin- 
ation t 11 11 1 will extend over a period of tea 
years. The prohibitive edict makes various 
allowances toward perooual conditions and 
predilections, while imposing special pres- 
sure oil the holders, of official positions. 
Opium is ihe Chinaman's besetllug weak- 
ness, almost as destructive and demoraliz- 
ing as alcohol to the North American In- 
dians. The drug is prepared lroui the 
milky Jaiee or a common variety of 
poppy. Although its production and use 
can be traced 10 the early records, of Asia 
Minor, ami it Is mentioned In Hassle lit- 
erature, its llrst recorded Introduction to 
China was hy Arii'li traders during the 
ninth century. This trade was Insignifi- 
cant in volume down to Ihe hitter half of j 
Ihe eighteenth century, wbeii the pn 
of opium -smoking broke out anil spread j 
with destructive rapidity among all class- 
es in the Celestial Empire. The trade was I

Hut in- 
formation is at hand that the same 
spirit of elation, the same feeling of 
buoyancy, extends far beyond the/ con- 
lines of Victoria. It is noticeable at all

In the midst of an ex- 
ceedingly pleasant environment, with t lie 
beautiful Cowichan river rolling slowly 
on its wuy to the sea on idle right and 
a perfect picture of verdant fields and 
pine forests, set off by a glimpse of nn 
occasional mountain range, on every side 
the members of this favored community 
were content to continue along upon 
their uneventful routine forgetful of ev- 
erything except that they had sufficient 
of what this world deems worth while, 
and -were happy.

Xow. however, things are changed.

Another well-known Duncans resident 
who lias confidence in the future growth 
of the community is Harry Smith, tile 
prrjnrielor of thai bright little weekly 
newspaper, the Cowichan Lender. He is, 
perhaps, more optimistic than the aver- 
age individual.

Tamura has been , iii western Canada 
looking over the situation, not only with 
regard to the buying of Canadian Hour 
for the Japanese market, but also to 
arrange for .shipments of Canadian 
wheat via this port for the new Hour 
mills established in Jajmu. Port of the 
big consignments will go by the R. EM 
S. Empress of India, sailed from here 
on Christmas day and part on the R. 
M. S. Empress of Japan, sailing on Jan- 
uary 7th. 

Japanese millers are making arrange- 
ments to go into the Hour manufacturing 
business on a large scale, and by next 
summer expect tu be grinding nearly all 
the Hour consumed in Japan. In the 
meantime the market for the Canadian 
product is improving. When the mills 
are completed, instead of buying Hour on 
this side, the millers will import the Can- 
adian wheat, and it i.s expected many 
cargoes of grain will be shipped from 
Pacific coast ports with growing de- 
mands. Heretofore nearly all the wheat 
grown in the Canadian Northwest has 
found an outlet via the Croat lakes in- 
stead of by the Pacific gateways of the 
Dominion. 

In order to further the milling indus- 
try the Japanese government, when the 
tariff revision recently took effect, 
placed a duty of SI (gold) per barrel 
on Hour, but wheat was placed on the 
free list. Until September, this ^car, 
about three million pounds of Hour was 
imported from Canada by Japan, an in- 
crease of about 70 per cent over the 
previous nine months. At Kobe, Yoko- 
hama and Tokio, mills with a capacity 
of from 500 to Suit barrels of dour n 
day are under construction, and by next 
season it is expected other mills will be 
constructed with a combined capacity of 
•1,000 to 5,0011 barrels a day. Those 
mills are being supplied with modern 
machinery, and with the native mills al- 
ready in operation which grind with the 
primitive upper and nether millstones us 
in the days of ihe Samurai, these will 
po a long 'way toward supplying Ihe de- 
mand. 

China, now awakening, is also having 
(lour mills added to the newer indus- 
trial ventures, particularly at coast ports, 
and mills are also being constructed in 
.Manchuria and Siberia. At Harbin there 
urc now no less than fourteen. Recent- 
ly also. A. 1 1 . Keniiie completed a large 
mill at Hongkong and the steamer Hazel 
Dollar which recently called at Comox 
I-, load hunker coal from Portland look 
the Hrst cargo of wheal for thai mill. 
The Bessie Hollar is now loading the 
sec, ,nd cargo. Il is estimated that from 
5,000 to 0,000 tons of wheat will be re- 
quired for this mill alone. 

With the changing conditions in north- 
ern British Columbia, ihe influx of farm- 
ers into the wheat belts of the northern 
pari of the province, following the build- 
ing of the (Irand Trunk Pacific and (he 
extension of the Canada Northern rail- 
way, it is expected that before ninny 
years have elapsed, the ports of north- 
ern British Columbia will ship large 
quantities of wheat to the Orient.

Is n Consumptive Sanitorium needed? 
During the month of September of this 
year a boy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. He lived in a hotel and 
was' dependent on his own efforts as a 
laborer. As a result of his disease he 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public Hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
aud in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The uumoer of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times as great us the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

Wo hnve, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services mid earning powers 
of thbusandn of citizens who ore in- 
capacitated by illness, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very soriously. It Is a 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
lunguage. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
iu a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
such nu institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, ho or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because tho first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering n sani- 
torium is the care lie should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium, not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and general sur- 
roundings un educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities on tho subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now no accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed^ to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbin. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and tho- 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is Im- 
perative, tr we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being walling par- 
ticipators In something worse than race 
suicide.

CHAIN LETTER. 

A Communication of Local Interest in 
The Christian Churchman. 

The Colonist lias been asked to repro- 
duce the following which appeared In 
the Canadian Churchman in its issue of 
Nov. 22nd last: 

Sir — A chain postal card nuisance 
thai causes a great deal <>f trouble 
throughout the United States is now 
spreading its links over Canada, and has 
caused considerable trouble throughout 
Ontario of late. A person receives a pos- 
tal card that contains the following 
prayer and letter: The prayer, "0 Lord. 
Jesus Christ we implore Thee, eternal 
Cod, have mercy on nil mankind, keep- 
ing us from all sin ami lake us with 
Thee through all eternity, Amen." 
The letter, "This prayer "'as sent nut 
Iby Bishop .Lawrence, asking thai it be 
recited and sent lo nine persons, the one 
who will not do this will have some mis- 
fortune. He wlm recites this prayer nnd 
sends it to nine persons beginning "ii the 
day ii is received and sending one each 
day will on or before the ninth day ex- 
perience .some great joy. It was heard 
said, he who will grant this request Will 



be delivered from all calamity." Despite 
the unchristian theology of the "letter" 
and the stupidity of chain letters yet as 
this letter appeals to the superstitious 
and others, the circulation of these let- 
ters continue, many persons receiving 
several copies, and in desperation send- 
ing them '.a ad infinitum. The only 
bishop in America by the name of Law- 
rence is the Right Rev., the Bishop of 
Massachusetts, who, of course, has had 
nothing to do with the endless chain 
prayer and superstitious letter. He 
thinks thai it must be the work of some 
irresponsible person and hopes that 
those receiving these chain letters will 
destroy them. Denials to this effect have 
appeared in the daily paper and the 
church periodicals in the Vnited States. 
Will you kindly publish this appeal bo 
that these particularly, unfortunate and 
persistent chain letters nine come to nil 
end.
